THAT STATE. 


The Strike Depends On That—If the 
Workmen in the Mountain Common­ 
wealth Leave the Coal Pits the Suc­ 
cess of the Movement Seems As­ 
sured - Illinois Men Quit. 


W est Virginia rem ains the center of 
importance in the m iners’ strike. Some 
of the men have gone out in th at state, 
and an effort is to be made by organ­ 
izers to reach the others w ithin the 
next day or two. 
Many mass-meetings 
have been held to consider the situa­ 
tion. 
From official headquarters 
of 
the 
strik e a report has been issued which 
declares all the outlook to be favora­ 
ble. 
It is alleged that Mr. De A rm it’s 
connection with the Carnegie bids on 
arm or plate is so close th at he will be 
unable to keep his agreem ent on the 
uniform ity 
settlem ent, 
even 
if 
it 
should be effected, unless a 
higher 
price be paid for arm or. 
The governor of Indiana has ap­ 
pointed a commission to investigate 
the condition of the m iners in th a t 
state and report as to the extent of 
th eir distress. 
Parkersburg, W. Va., July 19.—The 
strik e situation in W est Virginia is 
becom ing serious, and by tonight it is 
expected th a t a big m ajority of the 
m iners will have declared their inten­ 
tion to join the cause. 
About 4,000 
m iners are out now, while there are 
probably twice th at num ber still at 
work. 
W hy special efforts are being made 
in this region to spread the strike it is 
easy to see. The m ines are located 
so th at they naturally ship coal to 
th e m arkets usually supplied by the 
P ittsburg and Ohio districts, and their 
arrangem ents are such that they have 
capacity only lim ited by the num ber 
of men they can secure to follow up 
th e electrical m achinery 
th a t 
runs 
night and day. 
Till Fairm ont is idle 
there can be no coal famine in the 
w est and at the lakes. 
Till Fairm ont 
is idle there is little hope of success, 
for even if the Pittsburg and 
Ohio 
operators were to pay the price de­ 
manded by the m ine-workers 
they 
could not sell their product, got out 
a t th at price, against the product of 
th e Fairm ont mines, while the latter 
can produce coal at much lower figures. 
There has been the greatest activity 
on the railroads 
w ithin 
the 
last 
tw enty-four hours and the rush 
of 
coal from the mines to the m arket has 
practically suspended everything else. 
Long trains loaded and em pty cars fill 
every siding on both the Chesapeake 
& Ohio and Norfolk & W estern rail­ 
roads. and railroad men are working 
overtim e all along both lines. 
The ac­ 
tivity of the Baltim ore & Ohio in the 
m atter of shipm ents of coal beats all 
records. 
Saturday 
night 
passenger 
train s were held to perm it the for­ 
w arding of coal trains, and hundreds 
of cars have been sent out from here 
or have passed from other points w ith­ 
in the last tw enty-four hours.

Not th at they are opposed to 
arbitration or *he uniform ity agree­ 
m ent, but they believe it is a m atter 
for the operators to take up and set­ 
tle among themselves. No violence has 
been resorted to by the strikers, and 
in consequence their cause is gaining 
friends every day In their opinion.

W ashington, July 19.—The indica­ 
tions are that the tariff bill as agreed 
to by the republican conferees Satur­ 
day probably will have passed both 
houses of congress and be a law at 
the end of the present week. 
Delays 
and complications, though not antici­ 
pated, may som ewhat prolong the final 
struggle. 
It is not believed that there 
will be any disposition on the part 
of the democratic members of the con­ 
ference to delay the bill in full com­ 
m ittee, but the dem ocrats have had no 
m eeting to determ ine their course of 
action on this point. 
It is learned th at there were some 
changes of verbiage in the sugar sched­ 
ule. The provision for the ratification 
of reciprocity treaties by the senate 
was retained in the modified reciproci­ 
ty clause. 
Among the other things 
agreed to were the senate rates on 
steel tubing and hollow billets used in 
the m anufacture of

The rate on cotton bagging is 7-10 of 
a cent. The house rate was 12-10.

Columbus, O., July 19.—The first day 
of the third week of the m iners strike 
was rem arkably quiet in every state af­ 
fected, according to the reports re­ 
ceived at national headquarters. 
It 
is reported from Pittsburg th at an ef­ 
fo rt is to be made to bring out the 
coal and coke workers in the Connells­ 
ville district. 
J. V. Barton, labor statistician of 
W est Virginia, believes that there will 
eventually be a complete cessation in 
th a t state. This will shut off the coal 
supply at Pittsburg and effect w hat the 
m iners have been trying to accomplish 
for a week. 
The organizers will then 
invade the coke region, in order that 
the coal of th at district may not take 
the place of W est V irginia coal. 
Reports received at headquarters say 
th a t the coke-wrorkers have m anifest­ 
ed a desire to aid the strikers. There 
are about 15,000 men employed in the 
Connellsville region, and the past has 
dem onstrated the fact that they are 
all full of sym pathy and easily per­ 
suaded. It has come to the ears of the 
m iners that much of the coal mined 
in th at district is not being coked, but 
Is contributing to the supply at P itts­ 
burg. 
Horace L. Chapman, the Democratic 
candidate for governor of Ohio, is in­ 
teresting himself in behalf of the strik ­ 
ing miners, and announces that he will 
do whatever he can to bring about a 
peaceful settlem ent and send the men 
back into the mines. 


WORK FOR THOUSANDS. 


National Steel Manufacturers* Accept­ 
ance of Scale Reopens Mills 
Muncie, Ind., July 19.—The signing 
of the sheet mill wage scale by the 
N ational Steel M anufacturers’ Associa­ 
tion of Pittsburg will result in the 
Midland Steel W orks in this city re­ 
sum ing work W ednesday of this week, 
and in a week’s tim e the big mill will 
have nearly a thousand men at work. 
President Bard of the Indiana iron 
works intim ates that his mill, em­ 
ploying as many hands, will soon re­ 
sume work, as they are ready to settle 
the wage m atter w ith the men, since 
the scale w ith the steel m anufacturers 
has been adjusted. 
The green glass m anufacturers ad 
justed the wages for next year with the 
men at A tlantic City yesterday, the 
old scale being accepted. This means 
th a t Ball Bros.’ big fruit jar works, 
and the P ort glass works, and a hun­ 
dred others will resume work on tim e 
September I.

Showing How the Senate and 
House 
Conferees Settled the Tariff. 
W ashington, July 19.—W hen the an­ 
nouncem ent of an agreem ent was first j 
made Saturday the indications were J neapolis, 3 
th a t the senate had surrendered 
ev­ 
erything in the sugar schedule to the 
house. 
No one in possession of all the 
facts could see how it could be other­ 
wise when it was known 
th at 
the 
house differential of % of a cent had 
beeen accepted and the senate provi­ 
sion for throw ing off 1-10 of a cent 
on low-grade sugars receded from. 
“You will discover/’ said Senator Al­ 
drich, in discussing the m atter among 
his colleagues, “that the senate saves 
som ething after all, and th at it is not 
a complete surrender on our part.” 
There is an increase in the duty on 
the highest grades of sugar, bring!ug 
the total duty on pure sugar, testing 
IOO degrees, up to 2 cents a pound. 
This increase is attained by adding to 
the senate rate of one-half of l-100th 
of a cent a pound on sugar testing ov­ 
er 75 degrees, and it is claimed that the 
increase on the higher grades, which 
this change insures, will add immense­ 
ly to the protection of the sugar beet 
industry. The refiners necessarily re­ 
ceive incidental benefit from the same 
increase, but for the process of refin­ 
ing they get only one-eighth, or 125- 
1,000th of a cent, as provided in the 
house bill. 
It is estim ated th at 
the 
changes in the sugar schedule 
will 
raise about $2,000,000 additional reve­ 
nue.

Although Never Engaged in a Great 
Battle Always Obeyed Orders and 
Did Its Duty—Heavy Loss by Dis­ 
ease Contracted in Malarial Country. 
The annual reunion of the Thir­ 
teenth Wisconsin infantry will take 
ylace at Janesville, Wednesday Aug­ 
ust IS. 
The regiment was recruited from the 
southern counties of the state, the 
rendezvous 
being 
Camp Treadway, 
Janesville, and was mustered in Oct. 
17,1801. 
The colonel, Maurice Ma- 
oney, has been in the regular army 
fifteen years, and had served in Mexi­ 
co, Florida an't Oregon. 
Chief Justice 
William P. Lyon was in command of 
the regiment at one time. 
The regi­ 
ment wa6 discharged at Madison, Dec. 
26, 1865. 
The original strength of 
the regiment was 970, and additions 
were made from time to time making 
the total enlistments 1,931. 
The loss 
by death was 184 and by deserters 71. 
The regiment left the state for 
Leavenworth, Kan., Jan. IS, 1842,and 
from there started for Forth Smith, 
Ark., via Fort Scott, to take part in 
Gen. 
Lane's 
Southwestern expedi­ 
tion. 
T h e K eg !(lieut*m Service. 
The expedition was abandoned and 
the regiment was ordered to Fort 
Donel6on, and took part in the expe­ 
dition 
against 
Clarksville, 
Tenn. 
The regiment was employed in scout­ 
ing expeditions in Tennessee, while 
they were quartered at Fort Donel- 
son. 
Afterward they garrisoned Fort 
Henry. 
They were employed in the 
pursuL of the rebel general, Forrest, 
driving his forces through Western 
Tennessee towards Corinth and re­ 
turning to Fort Henry, January I, 
1863. 
During the month they were 
employed in guarding supply steamers 
between Fort Henry and Hamburg 
Landing. 
That summer they 
re­ 
mained at Fort Doneison, holding the 
extreme right and front of the army 
of the Cumberland. 
Late in Augnst 
the regimen, marched to Stevenson,

ant. No event is complete without li­ 
quor, and nothing is an offence when 
committed under the influence of li- 
ouor. Not to ply a visitor with liquor 
is considered the height of discour­ 
tesy, and the warmth of a man’s recep­ 
tion is gauged by the number of pots 
of liquor broached for him. 
Conse­ 
quently, as may be imagined, a feast is 
not a very edifying spectacle. On the 
arrival of the guests, pigs and oxen 
are slanghtered, and their flesh hacked 
off and boiled.

Language, like religion, is a distinct­ 
ion of quite secondary ethnological im­ 
portance, says the Monist. 
After an 
Individual has i laa'.ned a long time in 
a country he usually learns the lan­ 
guage and its customs. 
And yet the 
Italian colony in France is made lip 
chiefly of immigrants more or less tran­ 
sient who scarcely ever learn to speak 
the language of the country they in­ 
habit. 
But the Italian laborers 
are 
contented with very low wages. 
They 1 
therefore compete with French laborers 
and thus tend to lower their wages. 
But iu Austria, where there are, accord­ 
ing to the last census, about 46,000 Ital­ 
ians, almost all laborers, the wages cf 
the Austrian laborers are no higher 
than those of the Italian; hence be­ 
tween the two there arise no serious 
competition. 
There is, however, the 
same difference of language. In France 
the union of native'laborers against the 
Italian is not on account of any antag­ 
onism of race, but solely an economic 
phenomenon. The same thing does not 
happen in Austria because there is no 
antagonism. 
In France the Italian language has 
become almost a mark of distinction of 
the laborers accepting a low wage. “In 
India,” says Ibbetson, “similarity 
cf 
food is employed as an exterior sign of 
community 
of 
blood.” 
Now, what 
would be said of an ethnographic fdr.s- 
sificatiou of Indian races based upon 
eating? Language is no better, for it 
is only an external characteristic of no 
intellectual* or physiological 
import­ 
ance. 
If it were taken as the principal 
distinction of 
the 
various races 
it 
would have to be admitted that the peo­ 
ple who speak the 
modern Romance 
languages 
are 
not 
Latin—but 
that 
would be absurd. 
Frederick 
Muller, 
taking language as the distinguishing 
feature of human races, is not able in 
his ethnography to avoid a classilica- 
tion entirely 
empirical. 
He 
forgets 
that an inferior people may learn a 
language from one race to 
another. 
“There is no proof,” says Huxley, “for 
asserting the incapacity of a race to 
substitute another language for its own. 
Physical, moral and mental peculiari­ 
ties are transmitted with blood and not 
with language. 
In the United States 
the negroes have spoken English for 
generations.”
